There he will board a jet-pow­ 
ered Marine helicopter to make 
a 9ft-minute flight to the USS Ar­ 
lington. a communications ship, 
for an overnight stay.

Pill Fills Need Despite Adverse Effect

need and. until something better 
becomes available, it will con­ 
tinue to be used. 
At present, it consists of a 
synthetic female hormone plus 
progestin, a compound that re­ 
sembles 
a 
hormone secreted 
during pregnancy. As a result, 
the user is in a physiologi­ 
cal state that simulates preg­ 
nancy and may suffer some of 
the side effects of pregnancy, 
such as nausea, fullness of the 
breasts and an increased reten­ 
tion of water in the tissues 


Adverse effects attributed to 
prolonged use of the Pill have 
included clotting in the blood 
vessels of the legs, thinning of 
the hair, nervous irritability, de­ 
pression, headache, liver spots 
on the face (chloasma or t h e 
mask of pregnancy), a sensitiv­ 
ity to sunlight, Raynaud's dis­ 
ease and elevated blood pres­ 
sure, to name a few. 
The proportion of women tak­ 
ing the Pill who develop any 
of these conditions is very low 
and. in many cases, a direct 
causal relationship to the drug 
cannot be established. But the 
seriousness of some of t h e s e 
complications warrants c l o s e 
medical supervision. 
One study shows that serious 
clotting problems occur chiefly 
in women whose blood is type 
A. In any case, a woman who 
is taking the Pill should have 
a periodic checkup and should 
report to her physician prompt­ 
ly if any unusual symptoms oc­ 
cur. 
Women who have breast or 
uterine cancer, clotting in the 
veins, 
migraine 
or 
diabetes 
should not take the Pill but 
should use some other method 
of contraception. 


Since the Pill remains t h e 
most effective contraceptive yet 
devised, the danger must be 
weighed against those of becom­ 
ing pregnant, which also cause 
clotting, kidney damage, high 
blood pressure and headaches. 
Improved formulation of th e 
drugs used is the constant aim 
of the manufacturers. 


Perhaps the most promising 
new development is a ring pes­ 
sary impregnated with medroxy­ 
progesterone to be placed in the 
vagina five days after the onset 
of a menstrual period, kept in 
place 21 days, then discarded. 
If this proves 
to be effective, 
it will eliminate all the haz­ 
ards now rightly or wrongly at­ 
tributed to the Pill.

NASA Plans 
Space Station 
Orbit In ‘72 


SPACE

Houston 
(A P) — An elaborate bundle of 
telescopes will be launched in 
1972 
aboard 
America’s 
first 
manned, 
earth-orbiffcing 
space 
station to uncover secrets of The 
sun and universe. 
The 
new ’ plan. 
announced 
Tuesday by the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra­ 
tion, changes a schedule that 
called for the first space work­ 
shop to be orbited im 1971 with 
less complex scientific and med­ 
ical experiments. 
Under the revised plan, the 
first two stages of a vSaturn 5 
rocket—the type booster used to 
launch Apollo ll to the moon— 
will orbit am 
unfurled third 
stage outfitted on the ground 
wMr am experiment called an 


Apollo Telescope Mount (ATM). 
Packing nine telescopes to 
peer at tile sun and attars from 
above the veil of earth’s atmos­ 
phere, the ATM is expected to 
provide clues to the origin of the 
universe and enable astrono­ 
mers to better predict radiation 
storms on the sun. 
The 
workshop 
will 
be 
launched 
unmanned. 
NASA 
said. Three astronauts will be 
orbited by a smaller Saturn IB 
rocket the next day to dock with 
the space station and occupy it 
for four weeks. 
Later crews will visit the lab­ 
oratory for missions lasting up 
to 56 days. 
“ The change im plans will per­ 
mit simplification of the pre­ 
viously announced 1971 mission 
as well as augment the capabili­ 
ty of that mission to perform 
space- and earth-oriented re­ 
search,” NASA said. 
The orbiting workshop will be 
a modified upper stage of the 
Saturn 5. Instead of containing 
hydrogen fuel, lls 10.000-cubfcc- 


foot capacity tank will be outfit­ 
ted as a two-story habitat in 
which astronauts wtil live and 
work. 
The ATM is planned as a fore­ 
runner of more advanced solar 
and stellar observatories that 
will be manned by astronauts in 
space or perhaps on the moon. 
It consists of five experiments 
to measure ultraviolet light and 
X-rays that 
cannot penetrate 
earth’s atmosphere. This type of 
light is given off by young, 
“ hot” stars—the kind astrono­ 
mers want to study to learn how 
stars are bom.

The excitement of the moon watch has so 
captivated the world that purely earthly news 
has been pushed into the background. News 
that otherwise might have made the big head­ 
lines currently is rating secondary treatment.

In view of the recent softening of the Rus­ 
sians* attitude toward the United States, it had 
been hoped that this relative friendliness might 
carry over into the discussions about the Middle 
East and result in agreements which hopefully

He wrote me the following letted just before 
he was gunned down I offer it asia reflection 
of the views of African leaders isome of us 
have helped gain power, only to find that a 
friend in power is a friend tart. (Here is the 
letter, hi part, as he wrote it: 


Dear Victor: 
"Reading what other people write about Af­ 
rican countries is rather like looking through 
the wrong end of a telescope at a familiar 
scone, or perhaps seeing it in a distorting 
mirror. One of .he main things which the peo­ 
ple of America and the people of Africa have 
in common is great ignorance about one an­ 
other. In my visits to the United Stites I have 
noticed that many peonle seem to think our 
continent is in a a ate of more or I cps con inu- 
ous anarchy ai d tribal warfare. 
’ Africa has generally been w ary of becom­ 
ing too closely involved with the United Sfr es. 
Partly this is due to our detero)(nation to 
steer our non-aligned course and create our 
own institutions to suit our needs, We have 
seen in South America and in Eastern Europe 
what happens to the independence of small 
nations which allow themselves to become 
client states 
“ Tile much-publicized activities of thp CIA 
In various countries have further helped to es­ 
tablish tile stereotype of the ugly American. 
Various revelations about the Agency’* opera­ 
tions have created a situation in which people 
and organizations who innocently established 
contact with different American personalities, 
foundations and organizations have been ex­ 
posed to great personal embarrassment. 


“ IN TURN this means that people have be­ 
come verv cautious and reluctant to associate 
with any American organizations for fear that 
such bodies may later be proved to have CIA 
connections' This has helped to increase sus­ 
picion of anything American. 
“ It is taken for granted that relations be­ 
tween America and Africa will <rool during 
the time of the present Administration, as 
long as the reduced level of aid continues. 
“ Some Americans may ask why countries 
which presume to criticize (them t should re­ 
ceive any help. 
Within any civilized com­ 
munity or state tihe .stronger, ahhfr member! 
recognize their duty to help tfieir weak J 


brethren Aid from richer to poorer countries 
is a step towards civilized international be­ 
haviour. 
“ In fact, such help does not only benefit the 
recipients. Aid is a most effective way of 
helping the donor countries to promote their 
own trade and of fostering a world order in 
which their own economies may grow and 
prosper. The old notion that the developing 
countries aire just sitting round waiting for 
aid is dead. 
“ Developing countries are doing more for 
themselves than tis usually realized The mot­ 
to now among African states is development 
through self-reliance in an interdependent 
world economy! It is our belief that aid must. 
gradually be replaced by trade. This is toe 
context within which aid should be viewed 
and we reject the paternal!stile postures of 
spokesmen of developed nations who often 
pretend that aid is a form of charity, a clean­ 
sing c er e m o n y for one’s sins to society. 


“ I MENTIONED earlier that the new na­ 
tion's of Africa want to build their own institu­ 
tions based upon ideologies to suit their own 
needs. 
“This does not mean thai we reject the ex­ 
perience of others out of hand. All the same, 
I think it is fair to say that American experi­ 
ence often seems irrelevant to our needs. In 
most cases where we do see a parallel the 
American experience is more likely to be 
seen as a warning and a negative example of 
what to avoid. 
* Through my activities as leader of Ken­ 
ya’s Trad? Union Movement in the years 
leading to independence I have many friends 
in the American labour movement T hope 
they will not take it personally when I say 
that we see the American movement as a 
pattern of what to avoid Moreover, in our 
new countries, where organized labour is a 
h’ffhly 
privileged 
minority, 
attitudes 
aid 
methods developed in the lasssez faire capital­ 
ist atmosphere of the United States have little 
relevance 
“Talking of capitalism. Americans may be 
surprised to know that some of our critics at 
home in Kenya have accused our government 
of being too capitalist, too American in atti­ 
tude! But I don't think that many people in 
America would agree with the socialist own­ 
ership and government controls over com­ 
merce and industry which we consider a nec­ 
essary and very proper part of our national 
Identity.”

WASHINGTON — Tile whole world 
was 
thrilled as it watched tile spectacular walk on 
the moon by two American astronauts—Neil A. 
Armstrong and Edwin E. (Buzz) Aldrin Jr. 
Through a marvelous system of communica­ 
tions, television cameras flashed to people in 
many lands pictures in motion of two men from 
the earth molting about on the surface of a , 
dead satellite in the skies 240,000 miles away. 
Governments and peoples almost everywhere 
recognized this remarkable achievement as a 
tribute to the scientific and technological prow­ 
ess of the United Stales of America. Back of 
the two men on the moon was a huge arrav of 
technicians and scientists from all fields.

NO OTHER EVENT in history compares with 
last Sunday’s. Here was a case where two 
Americans actually stepped on the moon as 
• 
millions and millions of persons, comfortably "■ 
seated ta their own homes, observed the scene. 
President Nixon added emphasis to the inven­ 
tive genius and scientific successes of man as . 
he was shown on the television screen talking by 
telephone from the Oval Room of the White 
House to the aeronauts standing on the moon's

us from the Sea of Tranquillity, it inspires us 
to redouble our efforts to bring peace and tran­ 
quillity to earth. 
“ For one priceless moment ta the whole his­ 
tory’ of man all the people on this eerth are tru- 
Iv one—one ta their pride in what you have 
do^e and one in our prayers thai you will re­ 
turn safely to earth.” 
Ne ii Armstrong, commander of the moon- 
landing vehicle and the first man to step on the 
moon. expressed his appreciation for the privi­ 
lege of “representing not only the United State* 
but men of ppaoe of a1! nations " 
Again, the people of the world heard hie 
? 
words, which traveled tens of thousands of ; 
miles through space to communications centers i 
in this country, and then were relayed around 
the globe 
Typical of the reaction was th* telegram sent 
to President Nixon by Prime Minister Trudeau 
of Canada 
“The landing of the first man on the moon Vs 
a magnificent 
achievement for the United 
States of America and indeed for the whole hu­ 
man race. What has been a dream of man down 
through the ages has become a reality. 
“ This momentous accomplishment Is an awe 
some demonstration of man's genius and of his 
quest for knowledge Ti marks the beginning of 
a new era in his exploration of the universe. 
May it provide all mankind with new perspec­ 
tives and with deeper understanding of our life 
together on the planet earth." 
As per seas in Europe. Asia and I .a tin Ameri­ 
ca were interviewed by newsmen, praise and ■ 
spontaneous plaudits for the American accom- * 
plishment were overwhelming. It is doubtful if • 
any invention or exploration has given such mo­ 
ments of exontememt to so many people at the 
same time around the globe. 
Through many decades of research, films 
and cameras and moving pictures have been 
brought to the world. It took decades more be­ 
fore the television camera came along, with 
transmission equipment capable of broadcasting ; 
pictures of the action, as it takes place, into re­ 
ceiving sets throughout almost everv country. * 
Commur.fications satellites now make instant 
• * 
lays to lands all over the world 
Tlie journey to the moon and the views of Ha ; 
surface as well as of the return trip will yield • 
still pictures, too, with important details of sci- • 
entlfic value. But the most exciting moment - « 
the walk on the moon—will not be forgotten. It • 
will be rebroadcast again and again to people 
who were not fortunate enough to have been at 
a TV receiving set on Sunday. 


INDEED, THERE WILL be many repeat 
showings of what occurred on July 20. 1960. al­ 
though at least nine additional flights to the 
moon will give the peoole of the world an op­ 
portunity to learn even more about places in 
outer space hitherto untraveled 
There are those critics who are saying that 
the United States should start paving greater 
attention to domestic problems and spend more 
morev on them 
But mere subsoil es ot public funds will not be 
of avail un/til the simple lesson of the trip to toe 
moon is learned namely, that it takes bard 
work and conscientious and unselfish devotion 
to the tasks of everyday life before there can 
be a success in any project, including the devel­ 
opment of a “great society,”

Speeded In Ohio

COLUMBUS, Ohio — Ohio’s 
award - winning aviation pro­ 
gram which has provided un­ 
precedented 
airport 
facilities 
throughout the state in the last 
3% years is moving confidently 
into the 1969-71 biennium to up­ 
grade all airports in the state. 
A $4 million appropriation in 
the capital improvements bill, 
which has passed the House and 
is slated for Senate action with­ 
in the next two weeks, assures 
each county involved in provid­ 
ing airport services will receive 
$50,000. 


NORMAN Crabtree, director 
of the Division of Aviation, said 
all but four counties will re­ 
ceive the $50,000 to improve or 
extend runways, lighting, ramps 
and taxi runs. Counties not ori­ 
ginally 
eligible 
f o r $100,000 
grants during the early days of 
the state’s airport expansion 
program will be in line for the 
$50,000 grants, he said. 
All but Paulding, Lawrence, 
Washington and Preble of 66 
counties originally in line f o r 
$100,000 grants took advantage 
of the program. Crabtree point­ 
ed out. Those which didn’t were 
near enough to major air facili­ 
ties that the counties found it 
unnecessary to build their own 
runways. 
In 1965, voters approved a 
bond issue which provided $5 
million for certain counties to 
begin airport construction. The 
program actually was started 
sn 1966. and the legislature la­ 


ter appropriated another $1.2 
million 
when 
other counties 
were added to the eligible list. 
In all, 66 counties were eli­ 
gible. Counties which qualified 
for federal funds were not eli­ 
gible for the original grants. 


CRABTREE said of 63 air­ 
port projects under way, 52 
have been completed, 
w i t h 
more scheduled for conclusion 
this year. 
The $50,000 grants from the 
state will enable many of the 
counties to 
receive 
federal 
matching funds, Crabtree said. 
Additionally, some counties in 
southern and southeastern Ohio 
will be eligible for some forms 
of Appalachian aid, the aviation 
director noted. 
While each county involved in 
providing airport facilities is 
assured of $50,000 grants, each 
will be considered on its own 
master plan and merit. 
In some instances, Crabtree 
explained, counties will be re­ 
quired to put up some l o c a l 
funds, while others will not. 
“ We’ve run out of the original 
money, but with 
this 
latest 
amount can do a lot to improve 
the airports,” Crabtree declar­ 
ed. 
Meanwhile, 
Ohio’s 
aviation 
program continues to gain na­ 
tional attention. 
“Sixteen states have looked 
at our program to see how we­ 
’ve managed to get so many 
projects started,” he said. 
Ohio won awards in 1966, 1967 
and 1968 in national competi­ 
tion of states involved in air­ 
port expansion.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s promise to elimi­ 
nate the draft, and other factors 
associated with the Vietnam 
war, caused the Army to mias 
its enlistments goal last year bv 
9.000 men. 
Die deficit and conclusion ara 
reported by Army Recruiting 
Command officers who say they 
can’t recall a year when the 
Army fared so badly in signing 
volunteers. 
Army enlistments fell short of 
the recruiting command’s objec­ 
tives every month from Novem­ 
ber through June, almost a 
traumatic failing for a com­ 
mand accustomed to success. 
Figures just compiled for fis­ 
cal 1969 shawed the Army per 
suaded 188,000 men to join up

with an objective of 197,000. In 
the previous two years Army re­ 
cruiters surpassed their annual 
goals by 8,000 and 9,000 men.

He said this should be done 
by the private individual, since 
each season people become ill 
from eating picnic food 
Careless handling and poor re­ 
frigeration are the two m a i n 
reasons food spoils in hot weath­ 
er, the sanitarian points o u t. 
He said bacteria grow so rapid 
ly in hot weather that in the 
matter of an hour or so food 
can spoil and cause illness when 
eaten. 
Among common picnic foods 
responsible for many food-borne 
outbreaks are chicken s a l a d , 
ham salad, tuna and other fish 
salads, egg dishes, ground or 
chopped meats, custards and po­ 
tato salads, the sanitarian said 
Keep these at a temperature be­ 
low 45 degrees up until the time 
of serving, he added.

County's Health Board 
Receives June Report 


LISBON — The Columbiana 
County Health Department is­ 
sued 72 permits and 66 sewage 
permits during June, according 
to an activity report presented 
to the Board of Health Tues­ 
day night by Dr. M. K. Singer, 
health commissioner. 
Dr. Singer told the board that 
the Housing and Urban Devel­ 
opment office in Chicago h a s 
turned down the county commis­ 
sioners’ application for a $53,000 
grant for detailed construction 
plans for the proposed Salem 
northeast sewer system. 


THE DOCTOR said he is dis­ 
appointed at the decision be­ 
cause the northeast, area needs 
a sewer system bady. “ I don’t 
know what we can do when we 
receive complaints from there,” 
he said. “ You can't make them 
put in another septic tank, be­ 
cause the ground won’t take the 
sewage, and you can t make 
them pump their tanks every 
week." 
Dr. Singer said he investigat­ 
ed complaints about the dispos­ 
al of industrial acids in a strip 
mine south of Lisbon and found 
the operation is being run in a 
satisfactory manner. He said a

tor also visited the site recent­ 
ly and approved the process. 


I The acid is neutralized with 
lime slurry before being pump­ 
ed to the pit. 
Dr. Paul Beaver of Leetonia, 
president, conducted the meet­ 
ing.

WASHINGTON I AP) - Oppo­ 
nents of the Safeguard program 
have decided to set the stage for 
a showdown vote by bringing an 
amendment before the Senate to 
limit the missile defense system 
to research. 
But sponsors of the amend 
menit say the large number of 
senators wanting to speak on 
(hear proposal will make it im­ 
possible for a vote by next Tues­ 
day, the previous target date for 
a showdown on the antiballistic 
missile--ABM—issue 
“I don’t think that, date is pos­ 
sible,” said .Sen. John Sherman 
Cooper. R-Ky.. who is cosponsor 
of the amendment, along with 
Sen. Philip A. Hart. D-Mich 
The two senators conferred 
with Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield on strategy before de­ 
ciding Tuesday night that they 
would call up their amendment 
today in slightly modified form. 
Cooper and Hart said the revi­ 
sions in their amendment are 
designed to make it clear that 
none (rf the funds may be used 
for any deployment or land ac­ 
quisition at the 12 proposed 
Safeguard sites. 
.Sen. George B. Aiken R-Vt., 
had criticized what he thought 
was vagueness in the original 
Hart-Cooper amendment, when 
he announced to the Senate he 
could not support the adminis­ 
tration’s Safeguard proposal. 
By making the amendment 
the Senate's pending business, 
Cooper and Hart. hoped to focus 
debate on their specific propos­ 
al. 
But how they fare could de­ 
pend on Sen Thomas J. Mc­ 
Intyre, D-N.H., author of an 
amendment permitting deploy­ 
ment of Safeguard’s radars and 
computer's but not its missiles 
He might seek to substitute his 
amendment for the Hart-Cooper 
proposal in order to bring it to a 
vote first. 
McIntyre’s other option is to 
wait for the vote on Hart-Coop- 
er. hoping it will fail so that he 
can offer his proposal.

HINTS FR O M HELOISE 
Reheating Reduces Rust 


DEAR HELOISE: 
I finally 
jarred loose and bought one of 
those cast iron fryers with the 
glass top. But no matter what I 
do, it always rusts inside. 
Oh, Heloise, I sure hope you 
have an answer for me. 
NEW BRIDE. 


Honey Chile: 
Whether your dutch oven is 
new or you have inherited it, 
the first thing I want to tell you 
is don’t ever, 


up that “sea- 
Heloise 
sorting” again. 
What you are probably doing 
is washing it, putting the lid 
back on and sticking in on a 
shelf. Those little pores in that 
cast iron still have moisture in I 
them. Natch, when you put the; 
lid back on, there is no place 
for this moisture to evaporate, j 
This is what causes your rust. 
After washing any of my cast 
iron utensils, I put them back on 
tile stove just a moment and 
warm them, turn off the fire 
and let them cool. This allows 
the moisture to evaporate. I 


never put the lid back on mine 
without stuffing some newspa­ 
per or paper towels in them. 
Just in case there is a teensy 
eensy bit of moisture left, the 
paper will absorb it. 
While the pot is still warm, 
you can tear off a piece of wax 
paper and rub around the in­ 
side of the pot. This will also 
prevent rust. When I don’t go to 
that trouble, I take a paper 
napkin and grease it with some 
grease and wipe it good. This 
never allows for rust! 
For those of you who have a 
cast iron top, never put the lid 
back on like it belongs. Turn it 
UPSIDE DOWN and grease the 
inside of the cast iron top too. 
It’s the lid that usually col­ 
lects the most rust. This is be­ 
cause we usually steam or boil 
things in these big glorious pots 
and all that steam has had 
hours to collect in that beautiful 
cast iron lid. 
So don’t fret and quit worry-1 
ing. Just try any of the above j 
methods and you won’t be cook- 
ing with rust anymore.

DEAR HELOISE: I found a 
good way to reduce drapery 
vacuuming in half. 
Just attach four thicknesses 
of nylon net to the upholstery j 
attachment of your vacuum 
cleaner with masking tape or 
a rubber band.

Proved His Point 
BRIDGETOWN, 
Barbados 
(AP) 
— Norwegian explorer 
Thor Heyerdahl says his unsuc­ 
cessful attempt to sail from Af­ 
rica to the New World in a pa­ 
pyrus boat still proved 
that 
Egyptians could have made the 
voyage thousands of years ago. 
Heyerdahl and his six-man 
crew arrived in Barbados Tues­ 
day aboard the yacht Shenan­ 
doah, three days after they 
abandoned their battered reed 
vessel, Ra, 600 m#es short of 
their goal. 
“I think we have made our 
point.” the 55-year-old anthro­ 
pologist said. “We sailed 2,700 
mites before we deserted the 
Ra, and the shortest distance 
across the Atlantic from Africa 
to the Americas is 1,600 miles.

Flickers are a 
kind of woodpecker, but they don’t spend all their time 
climbing trees. You might find a flicker probing an ant’s 
nest with his long sharp bill, or busy-bodying around a 
pasture field for a change in diet — there are always 
beetles or grasshopers to be found. If there arc no 
convenient holes in dead trees to lay eggs in, adaptable 
Mrs. Flicker may scoop out a hollow in the ground, using 
her tail as a digger as she turns round and round.
